The Romanifts therefore 
wou'd do well to anfwer thofe Queftions of Ele- 
phax the Temanite ; can a Man be Profitable to God, 
as He, that is Wife, may be Profitable to Himfelf ? 
Is it any Pleafure tothe Almighty, that thou art Righ- 
teous ? Or is it Gain to Him, that thou makept thy 
ways Perfect 2? And yet cou’d they an{wer thole diffi- 
cult Queitions, what reply cou’d they make to thofe 


Preceptive Words; when ye fhall have done all thofe' 


things, that ave commanded you, fay, we are are Un- 
profitable Servants. And becaufe the preceeding 
Context is Pertinent to the Cafe before us, we 
wou'd therefore advife the Reader to perufe it, in 
Luke 17. 7. and following Verfes. 

And if Innocence it felf can lay no claim to Hea- 
ven, what pretesces can We make to fo glorious a 
Prize, who may fay in allufion to the forementi- 
on’d Elephax ; 1s not our Wickedne{s Great, and our 
Iniquitics Infinite ? And thereforé not unto Us, O 
Chrift, not unto Us, but to Thy Name be the Praife. 

But fince God will Apply to Us the Merits of his 
Sen, on condition, that We we. k out our Own Salva- 
tion ; thar We obey him according to the meafures 
of Sincerity, tho’ not according to the Scandard of 
Perfection ; or, which is all one, Since God for 
his Son's Sake, as the Principal Caufe, will make 
Eternal Happinefs to fucceed our Sincere, tho” 
Weak, endeavours, as the Conditional Caufe, there- 
fore that Ecernal Happinels is fty!’'d in Scripcure a 


Reward ; not in a Proper and Literal, bur in an 
Impropet and Figurative Accéptance. 

Q. Gentlemen, It was ftarted the other dayin Com- 
pany, whether a plurality of Wives be init felf lawful, 
abftratted from Circumftances, Confequences, and fe- 
cular Policy. In order to prove the Affirmative, it was 
urg’d, that the Scriptures no where forbid it, and that 
thofe words of St.Paul ( let every man have his own 
Wife ) import no more than a Prohibition to cake to 
Wife, one that 1s already contrated or marryed to ano- 
ther.

Wives than one is to commit Adultery againft the 
firft.Befides, if aPluraliry of Wives were allowable 
by the Gofpel, He, who put away his Wife Un- 
juftly, and Married another, coud not be ar all 
impeach’d for Matrying another, fince, tho’ he had 
Nor put away his Wife, he wou'd yet have beer 
at Liberty to Matry another. Whereas our Savi- 
our makes the fecond Marriage to be a greater Mif- 
demeinor than the Unwarrantable Divorce.
